In the past the farm o rchard has 
been an impo rtant featu re in the co m­ 
mercial apple o u tpu t o f the state. To ­ 
day the m ajo rity o f the apples so ld 
o n the m arket are pro du ced in large 
co mmercial o rchards. 
The reaso n fo r 
this change can be attribu ted to the 
increase o f insect and fu ngo u s pests 
and to the neglect o f the farm er in 


deaux. 
This combination of lime-sul­ 
phur and arsenate of lead will con­ 
trol the majority of the fungous dis­ 
eases and all of the chewing insects 
which infest the fruit and leaves dur­ 
ing the summer season. 
Time /Of Applic a tion. 
In order to insui*e a crop of perfect 
fruit, the spraying operations should 
be started early so that the poison 
will be on the trees before the» pests 
arrive.

raise better and larger co rn than 
by 
planting three o r fo u r grains by hand 
at a single place in ro ws the same 
distance apart, say s a w riter in an 
ex change.

ready I u se a weeder u po n it just as 
I do o n po tato es. This is mu ch better 
than a cu ltiv ato r at first, as it keeps 
the gro u nd finer and ho lds moisture 
better and does no t distu rb the roots 
as much as the cu ltiv ato r does.
